2. Claims 12, 14-16, 18 and 20-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 12, 14-16, 18 and 20-22 are allowed because the prior art fails to specifically 
disclose or suggest the combined elements/steps of "the MMS notification message includes 
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buffer data and information about the data flow, the buffer data being initial streaming video data 
that can be stored on the terminal prior to a user of the terminal starting a streaming service such 
that the streaming client can start streaming of buffer data without delay, and the MMS 
notification message which includes the buffer data being sent to the terminal prior to the user of 
the terminal requesting to start a streaming session for receiving the video data", as recited in the 
independent claims.
